Kditor Roundabout: 

Dkar Sir.— The Impression seems 
to have gone abroad among the Magis- 
trates of Franklin county, that the 
action of the Grand Jury in indicting 
the members of the Court of Claims 
demanded of them a new Jail. Such 
however is not the fact, while it is a 
fact that every Grand Jury (and I 
believe I have been on one once every 
year during the time) for the last five 
or six years, have pronounced the 
present Jail in bad condition. It does 
tiot follow by the action of the last 
Grand Jury that a new jail should be 
built, involving unnecessary taxation 
upon the citizens of the county. As 
one of the members of that Grand 
Jury, It was my understanding that If 
proper sewerage should be built, with 
water facilities for cleansing same, 
additional ventilation and light added, 
water closet and bed-steads and mat- 
tresses provided, and the whole jail 
white-washed and thoroughly cleansed, 
it would be sufficient The capacity 
seems great enough to accommodate 
all whom it is necessary to incarcerate. 
The law says it is the duty of the 
County Judge to visit the jail once a 
month, and to prescribe rules for the 
government of the same. For a non- 
compliance on the part of the Jailer 
to carry out these rules, then the Judge 
is empowered by law to fine him for 
any remissness in duty. It was there- 
fore out of the power of the Grand 
Jury to indict the Jailer, their only 
recourse being to indict the Court of 
Claims, which included the County 
Judge, for a failure to have this matter 
properly attended to, and a sufficient 
Jail provided I feel in duty bound to 
make this statement in deference to 
the inquiries of many interested citi- 
zens, but I make no apology for any 
action I have taken In the discharge 
of duty.
